A September sowing should, in a minimum 
of 50°, flower in 2-inch bands for Christmas. And what is more 
valuable for combinations? Sown in February-March, they become 
equally or more attractive combination material for Easter and 
Mother’s Day. While Marigolds stand still more or less in a 45° 
minimum, they do not call for a high temperature.

Catching flies with sugar instead of vinegar is good business sense, too. 9 
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If a sowing is made in December or January, and the seedlings are spaced 4 by 5 inches for growing 
one flower to a plant, excellent results should be had. They will be earlier because all of the plant’s 
energy will be concentrated in that one growth. Also the time lost in pinching will be gained. Just 
how much time will be gained we do not know from experience. We should guess 3 to 4 weeks, and 
that would be substantial. Some eastern growers are using this plan, reporting a worth-while sav- 
ing. We are this season giving it a trial. The retail grower who uses second grade flowers to better 
advantage than does the market grower. may not be’so much interested. But the more uniform 
quality the wholesale grower gets, the better. 





We are inclined to believe that the stronger Hybrids, with their distinct tendency to be earlier, are 
particularly well adapted to this new growing method. However, we believe that a strong growing 
Hybrid, and most of them are just that, pinched and carrying two to three breaks, will average nearly 
as good a grade of flowers as will open pollinated kinds grown one to a plant. But most of the open 
pollinated strains of today are excellent and improving, as the result of much annual single plant 
selection work.

Better Asters 


Improvement of Asters by Breeding is again receiving our attention. Our 200-foot 
house the past summer was devoted mainly to improvement of the four varieties pictured 
above—more double, larger flowers, better stems, wilt resistance. The new Ball Shell-Pink 
offered this year is from our breeding lines. Others will follow. 


Spring Greenhouse Asters (under glass). 

Asters can be flowered in spring or early summer through use of lights. Spider control 
is assured with parathion bombs. Wilt losses may be almost eliminated with steaming. 
We flowered a fine crop early July from a February 4 sowing. They were transplanted 
to 24-inch bands February 25, benched 12 x 12 in. on May 2, lighted from sowing 
till benching. 60-watt bulbs were used 5 ft. apart. A December sowing lighted from sow- 
ing date will bloom in May. Run them 50-55° nights.
